“The Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion will see railroad officials from 
any section or from all parts of the 
United States,” 
Lane, “for the purpose of discussing 
with them the proposed legislation for 
a greater measure of governmental 
control of such a character that it will 
not be inzurious to the interest of the 
railroads. The whole, Interstate Com- 
merce Commission feels this way.” 
This statement practically comes 
from the President of the United 
States, as Commissioner Lane has con- 
ferred with him every day for the last 
fortnight and he reflects the Presi- 
Gent’s views. 

PRESIDENT RELENTS. 
The President practicaily has de- 
cided to temper the vigor of his raifl- 
road policy and while it would not be 
correct to say that the President has 
railroads, these corporations will not 
have such a hard time in the imme- 
diate future. 

There will be a smaller number of 
prosecutions brought in the future, 
one reason being that the Interstate 
Commerce Commission is utterly 
swamped by work and no new prose- 


eutions can be inaugurated. This does 


not apply to the Harriman merger, as 
that case will be pushed. The Presi- 
dent has become convinced that unless 
there is a cessation of the agitation 
against the railroads that the country 
will be visited by a disastrous indus- 
trial panic. | 

The President wished to avoid this 
Calamity as he sees clearly that if 
a panic occurs during his administra- 
tion he will be the greatest loser. For 
these reasons, he is willing to do some- 
thing to restore confidence. 

WILL WELCOME OFFICIALS. 

It was announced at the Interstate 
Commerce Commission that rallroad 
officials will be received with open 
arms there, especially if they bring 
suggestions which will solve the trouble 
about which the financiers are con- 
cerned. Since the State Legislatures 
have been making legislative attacks 
on the railroads, the transportation of- 
ficials have become panic-stricken and 
have rushed to the national govern- 
ment for protection. They are now 
willing to agree to further national 
control. 

This is exactly what the President 

and the Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sioners. desire, but the commissioners 
declare that the difficulty is that the. 
railroad men cannot agree among 
themselves on any one scheme. 
No remedies have yet been suggested 
that are at all adequate to meet the 
situation. Every railroad official has 
a different scheme and no one has 
peinted out wherein anything can be 
done by the administration to improve 
the situation.

John C. Dotter, a Los Angeles pioneer, 
who died here in 1901, are opposed to 
their sister in the contest, while u 
brother who is disinherited equally with 
his two married sisters, sides with the 
one whose claim to the mother’s es- 
tate is attacked by them. It is as- 
sorted. however, that his conduct fs 
not so unselfish as it appears. 

John C. Dotter bequeathed half his 
estate to his wife, Elizabeth F. Dotter, 
and the balance was divided between 
his four children, George Dotter, Idella 
Dotter, Mrs. Cornelia Carison and 
Mrs. Lottie Barrie. Mrs. Dotter died 
on July 24, 1906, after a lingering II- 
ness, during which she required con- 
stant care of an exacting nature, and it 
is claimed that her unmarried daugh- 
ter, Idella, gave her this care. This is 
another point which will be disputed 
as the case of the contestants is un- 
folded. 

Mrs. Dotter’s will, the instrument at- 
tacked, devises the sum of $100 each to 
George Dotter, Mrs. Carlson and Mrs. 
Barrie, while the remainder of the es- 


tate is bequeathed to Idella Dotter. A 


large part of the property which 
came into Mrs. Dotter’s possession un 
der the terms of her husband's will. 
it appears, was deeded by her to her 
daughter Idella after the writing of 
the will in which that favorite child 
is named practically as sole heir. The 
contest, if successful, will have the ef- 
fect of impeaching these deeds of gift. 
To this end there will be attempted a 
refutation of certain explanatory 
sages of the will, in which Idella Dot- 
ter is referred to as the beloved daugh- 
ter whose sievoted care Was a 
of solace and relief to the testator in 
her long and distressing flinesa. 
The claim ie made that the period 
of devotion Was punctuated gencrously 
with trips to Europe taken by Idella, 
and other vacations from the sick room 
duties which she had assumed. A fur- 
ther claim, and with greater legal 
weight if substantiated, is that tne 
testator was mentally incompetent to 


‘make a will at the time the Mmstru- 


ment in question was drawn, in 19s, 
and thereafter till her death.

The year 1907 seems destined to 
go down into history as one astonish- 
ing in many respects in Southern Cali- 
fornia. All conditions seem to com- 
bine this year to make it for all inter- 
ests a season of extraordinary pros- 
perity. 

These conditions have been dwelt

The rains have been so generous, 
being about 40 per cent. over the av- 
erage of thirty years, that down in 
the farming regions where wells 
which had been flowing years ago 
had sunk to from twenty to forty feet 
below the surface, the flow, of water 
has been renewed.

The prospects are for 
generally unusual crops of all kinds. 
in some instances the farmers are ai- 
ready complaining that it is getting 
late for putting various seeds into 
the ground, but with the cessation of 
heavy rains, the lands soon dry out 
and it will be found at the harvest 
time that these fears were unwar- 
ranted. 

The marketing of the orange crop 
is progressing profitably. The wash- 
outs on the railroads may cause some 
delay in shipments, and  possibiy 
more or less decay of some of the 
fruit. But on the contrary it will * 
as influences have all this year i 
preventing a glut on eastern markets 
at any point. If a little fruit is lost 
by decay, what is left will bring such 
unusually high prices that there will 
be more than compensation for the 
loss.
